In 1895 Jamsetji Tata 
pledged his prosperity and 
that of his enterprises to 
the health and welfare of his 
employees. “We do not 
claim to be more unselfish, 
more generous or more 
philanthropic than other 
people,” he said, “‘but 
we think we started on sound 
and straight-forward 
business principles, 
considering the interests of 
our shareholders as our 
own, and the health and 
welfare of our employees as 
the sure foundation of our 
prosperity”. 

Early this year, the Tata 
Iron and Stee] Company 
re-dedicated itself to these 
ideals by a formal resolution 
upholding the Company’s 
“social and moral 
responsibilities to the 
consumers, employees, 
shareholders, society and the 
local community”.
